“Fourteen Points” Rejected. 

Resolutions also were adopted de- 
manding the immediate return of all 
American troops now in Russia, the 
lifting of the economic blockade 
and the release of all political pris- 
oners. 


Resolutions indorsing the “four- | 
teen points“ laid down by President 
Wileon as a basis for the signing of 
the peace treaty were defeated. Ern- | 
est Bruncken of Wisconsin, formerly | 
connected with the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, presented a set 
of resolutions against the league of 
nations. These also were defeated. 
George Hall Jr. of St. Louis vainly | 
urged the conference to pass 
resolution condemning the deporta- | 
tion of alien prisoners.

Demelfi (Young Zulu Kid) of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., eight rounds, 
116 pounds. 

JOHNNY CARTON and PETE

fought 8 rounds to a draw. 

SAMMY SHERMAN, St. Louts, 
outpointed Johnny Lucas, St. 
Louls, 6 rounds. 


Johnny “Babe” Asher, A. E. F. 
bantam champion, qualified for a 
Hout with the British midget, Jim- 
my Wilde, when he administered a 
thorough though not a severe beat- 
ing to Joe Demelfi (Young Zulu 
Kid) at the Odeon last night. 

At the end of eight rounds of rap- 
id action the final gong found the 
Zulu sturdily boring in despite a cut 
lip and a midsection that had been 
beaten to a vivid red by body punch- 
ing. 

There were no knockdowns on 
either side, and the only time either 
man was in danger was in the sev- 
enth round when a well directed 
series of head attacks by Asher had 
the Zulu all at sea, for a time. The 
only damage suffered by Asher was 
a cut over the left eye, due to a right 
hook which the Eastern bantam 
landed in the first round. 

Asher defeated Zulu by even a 
wider margin than in their first 
meeting here a short time ago, when 
Demelfi floored him twice in the 
seventh round. Last night Asher won 
all the way, although he started 
much more slowly than in their prev- 
fous encounter. 

‘Asher Displays a Punch. 

Someone in Asher’s camp appar- 
ently told the A. E. F. title holder 
that he would have to develop a 
punch. His efforts last night were 
directed along different lines than 
in the first. Instead of jumping in 
and out, flashing lightly flung gloves 
into his opponent’s face, Babe 
rhowed a tendency to stand and de- 
liver—to hit solidly and to swap 
blow-for-blow with his more rugged 
opponent. , 

In the first round he revealed his 
new policy by leading heavily at 
Zulu'’s body and by crossing his right 
to the enemy’s head with considera- 
ble more power than local fans 
dreamed he possessed. The Zulu’s 
noggin bobbed about like a cork at 
fea, as Asher’s bullseyes banged 
against the 

About the time Zulu had learne ! 
to hunch up his left shoulder so that 
Asher'’s crossing could not reach the 
left jaw, Babe shifted the scene of 
operations to the middle story and 
began whaling away with both hands. 
Zulu thought this was his own partic- 
ular specialty, but he soon found that 


Asher was faster and could beat him 


at infighting, too. 

Then Demelfi began holding and 
lashing out with free hand. It was 
with one of these overhand hooks that 
he ripped open Asher’s eyebrow. It 
annoyed the title-holder for the rest 
of the round. 

Zulu Always Behind. 

After being patched up in the inter- 
mission, Asher came out faster and 
etronger than in the first round, and 
from that time Zulu’s confidence and 
Nis chanceé steadily diminished. Out- 
side of two rounds when Asher rest- 
d, the Zulu was far behind in points. 

He gamely pursued his foe round 
after round, vielaing ground only 
when Asher paused to give battle. In 
all these rallies, whether in the open 
or close in, Zulu emerged from the 
emall end. His strength enabled him 
to prevent serious damage. Puffing 
Goggediy after his alert foe the Zulu 
resembled nothing so much as a prt 
pug dog trying to keep up with the 
family carriage. His perseverence 
gained him nothing but a good trim- 
ming. 

Asher, although he showed a de- 
cidediy better punch than before, de- 
veloped considerable wildness in try- 
ing to land it on the little veteran. 
Hie blows were far from having 
knockout quality. He landed often 
and hard with‘his right both on Zulu's 
body and head and did no more than 
to shake him up a bit.

Per- 
haps he lacked early opportunities to 
acquire the niceties of manner and 
speech which distinguish the French- 
man. But, being only 24 years of 
age, Dempsey is rapidly improving 
himself. While his manager is fight- 
ing to get the best money terms. 
Dempsey would gladly meet Carpon- 
tier for the glory of the thing. This 
young fellow has the right idea of the 
fight game. He has frequently said 
that a champion ought to fight fre- 
quently and take pride in his ring 
honors. 

Thus the next championship match 
will be unique in ring history, in twe 
respects—the youth and the high 
character of principals. It will 
be unparalleled in the widespread 
interest attracted and will outstrip 
the wildest dreams of the champions 
of five years ago, in amount of money 
to be gained by the contenders, win, 
lose or draw. 

In short, the fight soon to be ar- 
ranged will be the greatest in the his- 
tory of pugilism. 

Dempsey Must Fight at Home. 
The plate and guarantees are yet 
to be decided. A British promoter 
is on his way to this country to 
consult with Dempsey concerning 
the date, purse, duration and place 
of the contest. In this connection 
Dempsey owes it to this country to 
hold the fight in America, even 
though it costs him the sacrifice of 
afew thousands of dollars. 

It is the right of every challenged 
party under all circumstances to 
name the conditions of the contest 
and therefore the American cham- 
pion will be within his rights in in- 
sisting on Carpentier’s coming to 
the United States. 

Dempsey has said that he will 
make every effort to hold the event 
on this side and that only a posi- 
tive refusal of the French champion 
to come, not money, can cause him 
to change his determination. It Is 
expected, tn view of tentative offers 
made, that the limit set for the fight 
will be not less than 20 rounds and 
for a total purse approaching $200,- 
000. 

The coming match and the cir- 
cumstances attending it afford the 
widest contrast with championship 
conditions existing a quarter cen- 
tury or more ago, when the sport 
was emerging from the bare-knuckle 
days of its existence. 

Not Tike This Today.

NEW YORK, Dec, 13.—The Interna-

REMEDY OF THE FORTY-EIGHTERS. 

The Committee of Forty-Eight has an old-fashioned 
cure for most of our ills—public ownership. The plat- 
form leads off with a declaration for public owner- 
ship of the railroads, packing houses, grain elevators 
and other public utilities and natural resources, such 
as oil, coal, minerals and water power. It indorses a 
partial application of the single tax, without using 
that term, however, and makes a sweeping, if aca- 
demic, bow to equality and the resurrection of all 
rights vouchsafed by the Constitution. 

But its real remedy is public ownership. The rest 
of the platform, brief as it is, might be dispensed 
with. And this is astonishing, in.view of the pro- 
ceedings of the conference. Of all the speeches which 
the forty-eighters made and listened to*at this his- 
toric gathering, none was applauded more heartily 
or approved more sincerely than that depicting the 
humorous, yet melancholy, incapacity of Congress. 

Now, Congress is an important part of the Gov- 
ernment. It must continue to be such even under 
the adoption of the platform of the forty-eighters and 
the installation of that party into power. And if 
Congress lacks the ability to perform its present sim- 
ple task capably, how can it join competently ip 
the direction of the large and varied enterprises 
which this platform proposes to place in the hands 
of the Government? 

Are we to understand that as soon as a man be- 
comes a forty-eighter his limitations disappear, the 
scales fall from his eyes, his palsied arm develops a 
knockout punch; that he is transformed, regenerated, 
| metamorphosed into an instrument of supreme effi- 

ciency? If Government is to own and permanently 
operate our great industries as capably as they have 
been operated under private ownership, must it not

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DR. GARFIELD’S RESIGNATION. 

Dr. Garfield's resignation as Fuel Director was the 
logical sequence under the circumstances. The di- 
rection of a vital question, strictly within his juris- 
diction* had been taken out of his hands. 

The President’s intervention, however, does not 
have to be defended. It was imperative. It is true 
the President's plan is substantially the same as the 
Garfield plan, but under the latter progress towards a 
settlement of the strike had stopped. An intolerable 
situation was daily getting worse. Something had 
to be done. The President was the official to do it. 
He did it. 

Candor, too, compels the comment that Dr. Gar- 
field’s administration of his office has not been sat- 
isfactory. The scheme of conditions which he de- 
vised to stimulate coal production has been severely 
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the operators, at the expense of the public, from 
which the miners were excluded. The famous Mon- 
day holiday proclamation issued by Dr. Garfield in 
the early winter of 1918 occasioned a wider public in- 
dignation, perhaps, than did any other war re- 
striction. 

But no question ever has been raised as to Dr. 
Garfield's sincerity. He worked unselfishly for the 
country. It is to be regretted his talents were not 
more happily placed. 
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PROCLAMATION OF AMENDMENTS. 

In the legal battle against prohibition the wet 
forces have found some consolation in the opposing 
vote of Ohio in a referendum on the amendment, 
overruling the affirmative action of the Ohio Legis- 
lature. It has been argued that since Ohio was In- 


cluded in Secretary Lansing’s proclamation of Jan- 
uary 29, 1919, as one of the 36 states ratifying the 


amendment, a new proclamation is legally necessary; 
and that the prohibition amendment will not become 
effective until one year from the date of the issu- 
ance of the new proclamation. 

Yet the amendment submitted by Congress does not 
say that it shall become effective one year after 
proclamation of its ratification, but that it shall 
go into operation “one year after the ratification.” 
The proclamation would, therefore, seem to have 
nothing to do with it. 

It will be recalled that during a discussion of 
constitutional amendments in the Senate last Sep- 
tember, Senator Ashurst declared that in the early 
days of our Government the Secretary of State did 
not send messages to Congress or promulgate to the 
public any notice whatever as to when an amend- 
ment became a part of the Constitution. He stated 
that he had caused the records of the Department of 
State to be searched and had been able to find no no- 
tice of any proclamation or promulgation of the 
ratification of the first 10 amendments, our so-called 


bill of rights. The states assumed, he said, that when 
the requisite number of states had ratified an amend- 


ment it was then and there a part of our organic law. 

However, this does not dispose of the constitu- 
tional questions by any means. There is yet to be 
decided by the Supreme Court whether or not in the 
20 referendum states the actions of their Legislatures 
are conclusive. This question has taken on an added 
importance in view of a recent decision to the effect 
that the word “Legislature” must be held to embrace 
the whole people of a state, exercising legislative 
power at the polls, where their constitutions provide 
for this method by referendum.

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WAR JUDICIALLY DECLARED. 
It may be something of a .shock to peace-loving 


Americans to know that a state of war has been qu- 


dicially determined to exist between the United States 
and Mexico, in a recent decision of the Court of Crim- 
mal Appeals of Texas. And the Court, suiting its 
actions to its words, proceeded to liberate four Mex- 
fcans who had been convicted of murder and sen- 
tenced to death in the lower court. 

The case is that of the State vs. Jose Antonio Arce 
and others, members of an organization of 75 Mexican 


soldiers who set out from Monterey, under Carran- 


zista officers, with the deliberate purpose of invading 
the United States, according to the testimony of those 
convicted. The Mexicans engaged two troops of 
United States cavalry at San Ygnacio, just below 
Laredo, killing four of the Americans and losing 10 
of their own force. Four Mexicans, including Arce, 
were captured. The prisoners were turned over to 
the State authorities for trial. They testified that 
the force was a Constitutionalist body and that the 
raid was planned and executed under the direction of 
Carranza officials. In fact, one of their dead was 
a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Carranza army. 

The Appellate Court, recalling the Pershing expe- 
dJition and the periodic military action along the 
border, quotes from an early Supreme Court decision 


that “every contention by force between two nations 


in external matters, under the authority of their re- 
spective Governments, is not only war, but public 
war. The Court concludes that, at least, an “in- 


complete” state of war exists; that the acts of vio- 
lence of the participants are not subject to the State's 
ordinary jurisdiction as common law crimes, but are 
subject to military law; and that the offenders are 
to be dealt with by the military authorities as pris- 
oners of war and not by the State. The convictions in 


the lower court were therefore set aside. 
The case on which the Texas Court relied involved 


a French vessel taken as a. prize in 1798, during 


actual but undeclared war. Diplomatic relations had 
been severed with France and Congress had author- 
ized the commissioning of privateers and the capture 
of French vessels. The Supreme Court Justices termed 
the condition variously as a “limited” war, a “lim- 
ited, partial“ war, a “qualified” war, with the rights 
of war existing to the extent authorized by Congress. 

With respect to Mexico, Congress has authorized no 
exercise of war powers; the dispatching of troops 
into Mexico in pursuit of outlaws is a mere exercise 
of executive power. 

The question of the existence or nonexistence of a 
state of war is a political question, and “to determine 
the real situation,“ as Chief Justice Marshall ob- 
served in a later case, “the acts of Congress are to be 
inspected;” and it is plainly for the courts to follow, 
not to initiate, action on political questions. 

The decision at least reflects the intense feeling 
that has been aroused in the great border State. 
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Brave soldier though=he is, Gen. Wood is afraid of 
Chicago.

Even Mayor 
Kiel confesses that if St. Louis had offered the Re- 
publicans a million dollars they still would have 
gone to Chicago. 

We cannot believe the Democrats would be guilty of 
such trickery. Further, we are loath to believe that 
they learned nothing from the election of 1916. Any- 
how, a reference to the returns of that contest will 
show that it was the brave, free, incorruptible West 
that delivered the goods to the Democrats. That is

TATISTICS just compiled by 
Sine kindergarten division of 

the Bureau of Bducation 
show that approximately 21,085 
children were enrolled in kinder- 
‘gartens in towns under 2500 
population during the year 1918, 
in charge of 599 kindergarten 
teachers. / 

The banner states for kinder- 
gartens in smaller places appear 
to be Michigan and Wisconsin, 
the former State with 110 kin- 
dergarten teachers and 4105 pu- 
piles, and the latter State with 78 
teachers and 2990 children in 
Gttendance at kindergartens in 
Smaller towns.
